It is advis- 
able to do all pruning when the tree 
is in a dormant state, or when leaf- 
less. • In removing branches regard- 
less of size, they shoti'Id 'be cat off 
flosc-to the axis of support. It is 
not necessary to treat the wounds. 
Frequently wounds arc treated with 
paints that kill the growing layer of 
the tree. If the wounds are treated it 


best 'to nse a paint made ^of lin- 


seed oil, yellow ochre and colored 
ahipblaek which resembles the color 
of tree bark.- Do not use driers or 
turpentine in the paint.

The State Wide Campaign being 


observed, with its. object^- that of 
bring-in" the School patrons into clo- 
ser relation -with the teachers is 
timely and should result in much 
good. Few of us have realized the 
seriousness of the teacher situation- 
The facts "brought to our attention 
by this general discussion are'start- 
ling when we consider the far rea- 
ching effect of the lack of exper- 
ienced and well trained ' teachers 
and what it -will mean to" our young 
people. 


That the wages of teachers have 


not advanced in proportion to the 
increased cost of living must be ad- 
mitted and we should not 
expect 


their services without adequate pay. 
If we must economize to reduce the 
so-called burden of taxation the 
last place to begin should be with 
oar schools. Efficient teachers will 
not continue to work for 
salaries 


which are not living wages and any 
sum of money paid to an inefficient 
teacher is the poorest kind of an in- 
vestment. We cannot make up to the 
twenty or thirty children the time 
lost to them while under the direc- 
tion of inefficient instructors. 


Make the salaries commensurate 


with the high class of service we 
have a right to expect and the tea- 


hing force from the primary grades 
io the high school to know that ihey 
iave the undivided support of the 
community which they serve. The 
school authorities should recognize 
the natural ability, the kind of pre- 
paration and years of experience in 
the adjustment of salaries. The in- 
ducements to enter the teaching field 
should be made as attractive to our 
own home .teachers as any other 
schools can offer. Our taxpayers do 
not object to an expenditure of mon- 
ey when they get results 'from the 
money expended. The recent incident 
of our citizens voluntary contribu- 
tiissr for extra compensation in the 
cause of athletics is evidence of the 
truth of this statement. 


Let the pay be entirely adequate 


to command the Ties't there is in the 
teacher.
